RESOLUTION 

Constitution of a Panel of the Structural Fabricating Industry 

No. 16(10)/64 -E.I.(M ). — Government have reviewed the 
progress and problems of the structural fabricating Industry. 
While, on the one hand, the creation of new capacity has been 
rather slow, on the other, the existing capacity, particularly 
for heavy structural*, has not been fully utilized. The under- 
utilization of the existing capacity has been due some times 
to delays in the supply of steel and some times for want of 
relatively small quantities of matching steel. Under-utlUzatlon 
of existing capacity in turn has been responsible for holding 
up the creation of new capacity. Government have felt that 
for the rapid development of the structural fabricating indus- 
try, as well as for meeting the essential requirements of steel 
structural of such priority projects as Steel Plants, Rail and 
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Road Bridges, Irrigation and Power Projects and Heavy 
Industries, it is necessary that the problems of the industry 
should be constantly reviewed by an expert body consisting 
of representatives of the industry, users and the Government 
Government have accordingly decided to constitute a Panel 
for the structural fabricating industry. 

The terms of reference of the Panel will be as follows : — 

(i) To examine capacities and work load of existing 
fabricating units in the country, so as to ensure 
continuity of orders and obtain maximum produc- 
tion; 

(iij to ensure that fabricated steel work required for 
priority jobs like expansion of steel plants, rail & 
road bridges, irrigation & power projects and heavy 
industries are supplied according to the delivery 
schedule laid down by the projects; 

(iii) to coordinate supplies of steel for priority jobs; 

( iv ) devise ways and means for provision of matching 
steel to accelerate the utilisation of the present 
accumulated stocks of steel with the structural 
fabricating Industry; 

(v) to determine and recommend issue of import licences 
for steel, spares for machinery and balancing equip- 
ment for the structural fabricating industry; 

(vi) to advise Government generally about the policy in 
regard to development of the industry through 
expansion of the existing units and licensing of new 
ones; 

(vli) to recommend to Government the setting up of such 
ancillary units as may be necessary for fasteners, 
electrodes, castings, forgings, etc.

.Ab. l0(68)/59-L. I (1)— The Committoe on Rice Bran Oil Solvent Extraction Industry which was sot up by the Government of 
India in February, 1960 with tho following terms of reference, submitted its report In December, 1961 

(0 To review the present position of the industry and the availability of rice bran in the different regions in the country. 

(if) To formulato a plan for establishment of extraction units for recovering rice bran oil, suggest suitablo locations for tho new units 
and the arrangements necessary for collection of rice bran. 

(iii) To suggest incentives for developing extraction of rice bran oil in the country. 

(iv) To indicate measures for the fabrication of extraction plants of economical size and the total capital requirements for this 
purpose. 

2. The Committee's recommendations/suggestions/ observations and Government’s decisions thereon are as follows: — 


RECOMMENDA TIONSI OBSER VA TIONSI 
SUGGESTIONS 

(1) Initially half the quantity of 3 lakhs tons of rice bran 
that goes to the market could be processed to yield 
about 20,000 tons of oil. This would mean extrac- 
tion of hardly 1 5 % of 900,000 tons of rico bran which 
is tho estimated production in the country, 

(2) Rice bran extraction plants should preferably be loca- 
ted within a radius of 50 miles from tho concentration 
of rico mills in order to ensure quick and economic 
transport of the raw material.

(8) (/) Rice bran oil mills should set up separators to remove 

broken rice, rice germs, stones and dirt from the bran 
and also instal specially designed pneumatic separa- 
tors to remove the husk from the bran. 

(it) Suitable designs of such separators should be evolved 
by National Laboratorios/Oil Technological Research 
Institutes in the country. 

(9) (1) The bran should be stabilized by heat treatment and 

drying to 2 to 3% moisture content soon after its 
separation from rice. The stabilising equipment 
should be set up in large shelter typo of rice mills or 
alternatively in rice bran extraction plants. 

( ii ) It would bo advantageous if suitable type of equipment 

for the drying and stabilisation of rice bran could be 
designed by the National Laboratories or the Oil 
Technological Research Institutes. 

(10) The investigational work on the refining, bleaching, 
doodorisation and .hydrogenation of the oil should 
be carried out in the National Laboratories/Oil Tech- 
nological Research Institutes. 

(11) The rice bran oil mills may be permitted to import 
suitable continuous plants to refine the oil. 

(12) In the initial stage of development of the industry, rice 
bran oil is likely to have high free fatty acids and, 
therefore, the oil should be usod.in the unrefined, state 
for industrial purposes e.g. manufacture of soaps and 
as a raw material for fat splitting and fatty acid distilla- 
tion along with other oils. 

(13) Wax should be recovered from tho extracted oil by 
centrifuging it. 

(14) Rice Bran Oil need not be considered for export till 
refined oil of standard quality is produced. Standards 
should immediately be framed by the I.S.I. for rice 
bran oil and do-oiled rice bran (particularly for export 
purposes). 

(15) It is advantageous to use extracted rice bran as cattle 
feed and so the use of deoiled rico bran as cattle feed 
should bo popularised. 

(16) Rice bran and cotton soed should be placed in the same 
category for railway freight to enable extraction plants 
to transport deoided brane to different.placcs more 
economically than at present. 

(17) The present policy of exemption of excise duty on 
rice bran oil followed by Government of India should 
continue for a period of 5 years and tho position 
reviewed thereafter.

No, l'. 78(42),63-.4./. — The development of hill areas in 
the country has not received adequate attention in the past. 
At the Hill Development Seminar held in April 1963, the 
urgent need for integrated development of hill areas was 
stressed and a recommendation was made that an appropriate 
high-powered agency should be set up by the Government of 
India, in consultation with the State Governments concerned, 
for this purpose. This recommendation was examined and 
after consultation with the State Governments concerned, the 
Government of India have decided to constitute under the 
Chairmanship of the Union Minister for Agriculture a Com- 
mittee, called the Central Hill Development Advisory Com- 
mittee, to advise Government on Matters relating to the 
development of hill areas, particularly in the agriculture and 
allied fields.

13. Minister of Agriculture, Jammu & Kashmir. 

14-18. Five Members of Parliament to be nominated by the 
Government of India. 

19. Special Secretary to the Government of India Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Vice-President, Indian Council 
of Agricultural Research. 

20-22. Three Non-officials to be nominated by the Govern- 
ment of India. 

Such other persons as the Government of India may 
nominate.

3. Development of communications between contiguous 
hill areas lying in different States and between the 
hills and plains markets so that produce from the hills 
can easily move to the plains; 

4. Location of Agricultural Research Stations, Nurseries, 
Livestock Development Stations, etc, so that they can 
serve the hill areas in more than one State; 

3. Soil conservation measures on a coordinated basis, 
particularly for multi-purpose river valley projects of 
which the catchment falls in more than one State; 

6. To advise on any other matter that may be referred 
to the Committee by Government, 

Term of Membership etc. 

(a) The term of non-official members will be three 
years or less as may be specified. 

(b) The term of Members of Parliament selected by 
Government for membership of this Committee will 
be three years or less as may be specified or so long 
as they remain Members of Lok Sabh'a/Rajya Sabha 
whichever is earlier. 

(c) The Chairman of the Committee shall have powers 
to co-opt members on the Committee so as to 
assist in the deliberations at a particular meeting as 
and when considered necessary.

RESOLUTION 

No. 6-AC(13)/63. — Under Section 9 of the Air Corpora- 
tions Act, 1953 (Act No. 27 of 1953) the Indian Airlines 
Corporation are expected to function, as far as may be on 
business principles. The Corporation had inherited a large 
number of routes, operated with Dakotas, the continuance of 
which cannot be justified on commercial considerations. 
Even so, the Corporation have had to continue such services, 
particularly in the Assam, Manipur and Tripura areas where 
air transport is the only means of communication. Govern- 
ment have been considering how best the Indian Airlines 
Corporation could be encouraged to extend their operations 
to areas, where it is desirable in the public interest to pro- 
vide facilities for air travel which would not be justified on 
purely commercial considerations. Government have come 
to the conclusion that this objective could be achieved by 
constituting a special fund from which subventions could be 
paid to the Corporation from time to time for operating ser- 
vices, which the Corporation would not otherwise undertake 
on purely commercial considerations, but which Government 
may consider necessary in the interests of tourist promotion 
to meet the regional requirements of a particular area, or for 
other considerations which may not justify a directive under 
Section 34 of the Air Corporations Act. It has accordingly 
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been decided that a Fund called “The Civil Aviation Develop- 
ment Fund’’ shall be constituted with effect from 1-4*1964 
with an Initial grant of Rupees One Crore. Further payments 
to the Fund would be made as required, the total payments 
in any financial year being limited to a sum equal to the 
Union excise duty collected on the aviation fuel and oil, 
consumed in the operation of internal services of the Corpo- 
ration during the previous financial year. The sum will be 
provided by the Ministry of Transport in their Budget Esti- 
mates each year and after being voted by Parliament, credited 
to the Fund. The amount not expended out of the Fund in 
any particular year, will not lapse. 

2. Payments out of the Fund will be made under sanctions 
Issued by the Ministry of Transport and will be subject to a 
separate vote under the grants of the Civil Aviation Depart- 
ment in the Budget. The Ministry will be advised by a Com- 
mittee consisting of the Secretary to Government in the 
Ministry of Transport as Chairman, the Financial Adviser of 
the Ministry of Transport and such other members as Govern- 
ment may decide from time to time, as to the routes, referred 
to above, which the Government may require the Corporation 
to operate on payment of a subvention. Payments out of 
the Fund may also be made for the construction of airstrips 
and provision of ancillary facilities for the operation of ser- 
vices referred to above, which could not be fitted into the 
general programme of the Civil Aviation Department.
